German  imperialism  has  found  on  ally  in  Rurope -Fascist  Poland, 

•hich  is  also  striving  to  extend  its  territory  at  the  oxponso  of 
(me c ho  Slovakia,  the  Baltic  countries,  and  the  Soviet  Union. 

The  dominant  circles  of  the  British  bourgeoisies  support  tho 
rman  armaments  in  order  to  ;  caken  the  hegemony  of  Franco  cm  tho 
European  continent,  to  turn  the  spear-head  of  German  armaments  from  tho 
..ost  to  tho  oast  and  to  diroct  Germany's  aggressiveness  against  tho 
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Soviet  Union.  By  this  policy  threat  Britain  is  striving  to  sot  up  n 
counterbalance  to  the  Ihitcd  ctntcs  on  n  \orld-tide  scale  and, 
smultaneously ,  to  strengthen  the  onti-'ioviot  tendencies  not  only  of 
Gormany  but  also  of  Japan  and  loland.  This  policy  of  British  imperialism 
is  one  of  the  factors  accelerating  the  outbreak  of  a  world  impel  inlist 
uor. 

Italian  imperialism  is  directly  proco.dirg  to  seizure  of  .ibyssinia, 
thus  cieftting  now  tension  in  tho  relations  between  tho  great  imperialist 
lowers, 

Iho  main  contradictio.'.  in  the  enmp  of  the  impel ialists  is  the 
Anglo -Amo  ri  can  antagonism  which  oxorts  its  influcnco  on  all  the 
contradi cticas  in  world  politics.  In  South  America,  where  the  hostile 
interests  of  Groat  Britain  cad  the  Ihitud  States  clash  most  sharply, 
this  antagonism  lod  to  w.  rs  between  the  rospoctive  South  American 
vassals  of  thc.se  lowers  (between  Bolivia  and  Paiaguary,  Colombia  and 
Ifcru),  and  threatens  further  armed  conflicts  in  Sbuth  and  Central 
imerica  (Colombia  and  Venezuela). 

At  a  tim»  when  particularly  the  Fascist  States  —  Oormony, ’Poland, 
Hungary,  Italy  —  aro  openly  striving  for  a  ncv.  repartition  of  the  world 
and  ehangp  in  tho  frontiers  of  Europe,  there  is  a  tendency  among  a 
number  of  other  countries  to  maintain  the  status  quo.  At  tho  present 
time  this  tendency  is  represented  cn  a  world  scale  by  the  Ihitcd  States; 
in  Europe,  primarily  by  franco;  the  ofi'orts  of  these  two  leading 
imperialist  Ibwurs  to  maintain  the  Status  qu>  are  supported  by  several 
smaller  countries  (theLittlo  and  Balkan  Ententes,  uomo  of  the  Baltic 
States),  whose  independence  is  threatened  by  a  now  imperialist  war. 

Tho  victory  of  Germ-an  National-Socialism,  th.  most  reactionary, 
the  most  a&jressive  form  of  Fascism,  -am  its  \  ur  provocations,  havo 
spurred  on  tho  war-parties,  which  represent  the  most  reactionary  and 
chauvinist  elements  of  the  bourgeoisie,  in  all  countries  to  fight  more 
vigorously  foi  powoi  and  to  intensify  the  Fascization  of  the  stato 
apparatus. 

Iho  frantic  arming  of  Fascist  G..rmany,  especially  tho  restoration 
of  military  conscription  and  the  enormous  increase  of  the  navy  and  air- 
flvfct  in  Germany,  have  given  riso  to  a  now,  intensified  race  for 
armaments  throughout  the  capitalist  world,  ^capita  the  world  economic 
crisis,  the  war-industry  flourishes  raor.  than  cv~r  before.  Iho 
countrios  which  havo  ^ one  farthest  in  preparing  for  war  (Germany,  Japan, 
Italy,  Poland)  havo  alioady  placed  their  national  oconomy  on  a  war 
footing.  ALonfeSide  the  regular  armies,  special  Fascist  detachments  arc 
trained  to  safeguard  the  rear  and  to  do  gundarme  sorvice  at  tho  front, 
fre-conscription  training  is  widosprcod  in  all  capitalist  countries, 
and  oven  includes  juvunilos.  Education  and  propaganda  in  the  spirit 
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of  chauvinism  and  racial  domagrgy  arc  encouraged  in  every  v.ay,  thoir 
cost  being  defrayed  by  the  Government, 

although  the  acuteness  of  the  impel  ialist  contradictions  ronders 
the  formation  of  an  anti-fcovict  bloc  difficult  at  the  present  moment, 
the  Fascist  Governments  and  '..or-parties  in  the  capitalist  coun trios 
endeavour  to  solvo  these  contradicticna  at  the  expense  of  the  father- 
land  of  all  the  toilers,  at  tho  expense  of  the  Soviet  Uhion,  The 
danger  of  the  outbroak  of  a  new  imperialist  wer  daily  threatens  humanity, 

II.  Tho  Role  cf  the  Lovict  Union  in  tho  Strugglo

(h  the  basis  of  the  rapid  risv,  of  Sovialist  industry  and 
agriculture,  on  the  basis  of  the  liquidation  of  tho  last  capitalist 
class  —  tho  Kulaks,  on  the  basis  of  tho  final  victory  of  Socialism 
over  capitalisn  and  tho  strengthening  of  the  def  nsive  power  of  tho 
country  resulting  therefrom,  the  mutual  relations  botwGon  the  Soviet 
Union  one  the  capitalist  countries  have  entered  a  net.  phase, 

Tho  oasic  contradiction,  that  between  the  Scoialist  nnd  the 
capitalist  world,  has  become  still  more  acute.  But  duo  to  its  growing 
might  the  Soviet  Union  has  boon  able  to  ov-rt  the  attack  that  vns 
already  prepared  by  tho  imperialist  Fo".  ere  and  thoir  vasools,  and  to 
unfold  its  consistent  policy  of  ponce  diroct  d  against  all  instigators 
of  vinr.  This  has  madu  tho  Soviot  Ihion  the  centor  of  attraction  not 
only  for  class-conscious  workers,  but  for  all  the  toiling  people  in  the 
capitalist  andcolonial  countries  w  o  strive  for  ponce.  Worcovor,  tho 
peace  policy  of  the  U.S.S.R.  has  not  only  upset  the  plana  of  tho 
imperialists  to  isolate  the  Soviot  Union,  but  has  laid  tho  basis  for 
its  co-operation  in  the  cause  of  tho  preservation  of  poaco  with  tho 
small  fetatv-s  for  v.hcm  war,  by  placing  thoir  independence  in  jeopardy, 
represents  a  special  danger,  ns  well  as  with  those  governments  \  hich 
at  tho  present  moment  arc  interested  in  the  preservation  of  pe»co« 

The  peace  policy  cf  the  U.S.S.R.,  putting  forward  proletcrian 
internationalism  as  against  national  and  racial  dissension,  is  not  only 
directed  towards  defence  of  th~  Soviet  country,  towards  ensuring  tho 
safety  of  Socialist  construction;  it  also  protects  tho  lives  of  tho 
workers,  of  all  countries,  the  lives  of  all  the  oppressed  and 
exploited;  it  moans  the  dofonco  of  the  national  indc-pendonco  of  small 
nations;  it  served  the  vital  interests  of  humanity,  it  defends 
culture  from  tta  barbarities  of  '.nr. 

At  a  time  whon  a  now  war  bet’. oen  the  imperialist  Stat-a  is  ap¬ 
proaching  ever  more  closely,  the  mi0ht  of  the  Vorkt-rs'  and  Feasants* 

Had  i»rmy  of  the  U.b.b.R,  is  constantly  gaining  in  importance  in  tho 
struggle  for  peace.  Utdor  the  circumstances  of  a  frantic  increase 
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in  armaments  by  the  impoi inlist  countries,  especially  on  the  port 
of  Oormany,  Japan,  and  loland,  till  those  '..ho  ore  striving  to  prosorvo 
peaco  arc  vitally  interested  in  strengthening  and  actively  supporting 
tho  fed  .iimy, 

III,  The  Tasks  of  tho  Communist  International  in  the 
otrug0le  for  Raco  and  .gainst  Imperialist  Y.ar 


On  the  basis  of  the  teoohings  of  Karx-Ehgcls-Lenin-Stalin  on  war, 
the  Sixth  V.orld  Congress  of  the  Communist  International  concretely 
formulated  tho  tasks  of  tho  Communist  lartics  and  the  revolutionary 
proletariat  in  tho  struggle  against  imperialist  war,  Guided  by  these 
principlua,  the  Communist  lartios  cf  Japan  snd  China,  both  directly 
effoctod  by  ear,  have  waged  and  aro  waging  neBololrvik  struggle  against 
imperialist  war  and  for  dofiaico  of  the  Chinese  people.  The  Seventh 
l  or  Id  Confess  of  the  Communist  International,  confirming  tho  doci- 
sions  of  the  Sixth  Congress  on  the  struggle  against  imperialist  war, 
sets  tho  following  main  tasks  before  the  Conr.unist  forties,  revolu¬ 
tionary  ft  or  kora,  toilers,  leosants,  and  oppressed  pooples  of  the 
whole  world » 

1.  The  struggle  for  peaco  and  for  tho  defence  of  tho  U.S.S.R, 

In  face  of  the  war  provocations  of  the  Goman  Fascists  and  Japnneso 
militarists,  and  the  spooding  up  of  arraments  by  the  war-parties  in  tho 
capitalist  countries,  in  faco  of  the  immediate  danger  of  a  counter¬ 
revolutionary  war  breaking  out  against  tho  Soviet  Union,  the  central 
slogan  of  the  Communist  Parties  must  bo|  struggle  for  peace, 

2.  The  united  pcoplo's  front  in  the  struggle  for  peace  and 
egainst  tho  instigators  of  war,  Tho  struggle  for  peace  opens  up  bofore 
the  Communist  Fartioe  the  grentost  opportunities  for  creating  tho 

broadest  united  front,  All  those  interested  in  the  preservation  of 
peace  should  be  drawn  into  this  united  front.  Tho  cmcerntrntion 
of  forces  against  the  ohiof  instigators  of  war  at  any  given  moment 
(at  tho  present  time  -  against  Fascist  Germany,  and  against  Poland 
and  Japan  which  aro  in  loaguo  with  it)  constitutes  a  most  important 
tactical  task  of  tho  Ccmr.uiist  Forties.  It  is  of  esrocinlly  great 
import-inco  for  the  Communist  Party  cf  Germany  to  expose  tho  national 
dcm&feCgy  of  hitler  Fascism,  which  screens  itself  behind  phrases 
about  the  unification  of  the  German  people  but  in  fact  leads  to  the 
insolation  of  tho  German  people  and  to  a  n cv  war  catastrophe.  The 
indispensable  condition  and  pr«,r equisits  for  tho  unification  of  tho 
German  people  lies  in  the  overthrow  of  Hitler  Fascism,'  The  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  united  front  with  Social-Democratic  and  reformist  organiza¬ 
tions  (party,  trade  union,  co-operative,  sport,  and  cultural  and 
oducational  organizations)  and  with  the  bulk  of  their  members,  as 
well  as  with  mass  national-liberation,  ieligious-democratic ,  and 
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pacifist  organizations  and  their  adherents,  is  of  decisive  importance 
for  the  struggle  against  v.ar  and  its  Fascist  instigators  in  all 
countries. 

Tho  formation  of  a  united  front  v.ith  .Social -Democratic  and 
reformist  organizations  for  the  strug.J.e  for  poaco  necessitates  a 
determined  ideological  struggle  against  reactionary  elements  v.ithin 
the  iovial-Derr.ocratic  Forties  v  hich,  in  face  of  the  immediate  danger 
of  v.ar,  proceed  to  collaborate  uvon  more  closely  \  ith  the  boergo0isio 
for  tho  defen gp  of  the  bourgeois  fatherland,  and  by  their  campaigns 
of  slander  against  the  Soviet  Ihion  directly  aid  the .preparations  for 
an  anti -soviet  v.ar.  It  necessitates  closo  collaboration  v.ith  those 
fortes  in  tho  Social-Democratic  Forties,  reformist  tr '<fc  unions,  and 
other  mass  labour  organizations  v.hc'se  position  is  approaching  ever 
closer  to  that  of  revolutionary  struggle  against  imperialist  v.ar. 

The  drying  of  pacifist  organisations  and  their  adherents  into 
tho  united  front  of  stru^lc  for  peace  acquiree  great  importance  in 
mobilizing  tho  potty  bouruooic  masses,  progressive  intellectuals, 
v-omon,  and  youth  against  v.ar.  >.hilo  constantly  subjecting  tho 
erroneous  viuv.s  of  sincere  pacifists  to  constructive  criticism,  and 
vigorously  combating  theso  pacifists  v.ho  by  their  policy  screen  the 
preparations  of  the  Gorman  Fasciats  for  imperialist  v.ar  (the  leader¬ 
ship  of  the  Arbour  Ikrty  in  Groat  Britain,  Ac.).  The  Communists  must 
invito  tho  collaboration  of  all  pacifist  organizations  that  are  prepared 
to  uo  '-ith  them  even  if  only  part  of  tho  v  ay  tov  ards  a  genuine  struggle 
against  imperialist  v.ars. 

Tho  Cccnunists  must  support  the  imstcrdnm-Ployol  anti -v.ar  end 
anti -Fascist  moveraont  by  active  collaboration  v;ith  it  and  help  to 
extend  it.

3.  The  combination  of  the  strug^lo  against  imperialist  rar  v ith 
tho  struggle  against  Fascism.  Tho  anti -v.ar  struggle  of  tho  masses 
striving  td  preserve  peace  must  be  very  closely  combined  v  ith  tho 
struggle  against  Fascism  and  tho  Fascist  movement.  It  is  necessary 
to  conduct  not  only  general  propaganda  for  poaco,  but  primarily  f 

propaganda  directed  against  the  chief  instigators  of  r.nr,  against  tho 
Fascist  and  other  imperialist  v.ar-pnrtios,  and  against  concrete 
measures  of  preparation  for  imperialist  v.ar. 

4*  The  struggle  against  militarism  and  armaments. 

Tho  Comminist  Forties  of  all  capitalist  countries  must  fight:  against 
military  expenditures  (v.ar  budgets),  for  the  recall  of  military 
forces  frer.  the  colonies  and  mandated  territories,  against  militariza¬ 
tion  measures  taken  by  capitalist  governments,  especially  the  militari¬ 
zation  of  the  youth,  v.onen,  and  tho  unemployed ,  against  emergency 
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decrocs  restricting  bourgcoio-democratic  libcratioa  ’..ith  the  aim  of
